Martin Jagosh. 

When we were young we liked tales 
of deeds of wizards and magicians. 

The Arabian Nights, with its stor- 
jes of “Aladdin and His Lamp,” by 
which he worked magic seemed tu be 
tbe real thing. 


As we grew older we learned that, 


there is no such thing as magic, and 
were disappointed. 


the sense of the fascinating tales of 
long ago, things happen now, just a: 
fuscinating to the observant and the 
thoughtful. 

It is little short of magic, how they 
extract various substances from deac 
cordwood at the du Pont works. 

It is magical to pour a gallon of 
water colored gasoline into a man- 
devised thing and have at our com- 
mand the power of several horses. 
Jong continued, 

It thrills like magic to see one man 
enter the forest with hands bare bui 


fur an ax, and to cause it to disappeai 
and painted buildings, fine cattle, anc 
large crops to appear in a few year: 
in its place. 

As we applaud the magician on the 
stage, in justice let us applaud the 
living workers of magic with the soli. 

Martin Jagosh, our neighbor ove: 
by Higgins Lake, can work magic 
with the soil, and the tricks that he 
ean do with it are worth paying 
quite an admission fee to see. 

A native of Bohemia, he began o1 
his farm eleven years ago without i 
dollar, encumbered with a debt fron 
another farming enterprise. 

He had the land to clear and pa; 
for; living to make; seed, stock, am 
tools to buy; buildings to erect.. Oth 
ers have started in the same way. 
Lut, few have got so far so soon. 

In eleven short years Martin has 
achieved a nice painted house in i 
grove; good team; tools; auto; milk: 
eleven cows; and decorated his farn. 
this summer with a splendid, grea. 
barn, on cement foundation, wit] 
shingled roof, and ventilator; anc 
painted a good, warm red. Cemeni 
floors and mangers help him in care 
of all those cows. ‘ 

Mind you, the barn is planned t 
have a silo put on soon, and a roo. 
cellar, 

Do you suppose liquid manure i: 
wasted? Not on your life! Martia 
knows it is Hquid gold, and he let: 
no gold soak away on his farm. 

The day I was there, not long ago 
Martin was hauling this solid and li 
quid gold and lending it to the lan 
to be paid back with interest. He 
was hauling the solid, sprinkled wit! 
the liquid, onto a sod, to be prompt; 
fall plowed. 

This gets next spring’s work done, 
settles the soil, and kills many in- 
sect pests. 


Even the best magicians look 
around and learn tricks of other ma 
gicians, and even try to improve 
on them. 


Even the great magician, Houdam 
studied tricks in India several years 


Good magicians have always bee 
open minded, ready and quick to gra} 
a new trick from others of the same 
profession, 

So Martin Jagosh, like other gooc 
farmers, magicians of the soil, ha: 
learned a lot by experience, as al 
should do, but, ‘has not depended or 
experience alone; but, has grabbed uy 
tricks of the soil wherever he saw 
them well performed. 

Martin is open minded about this 
farm stuff. You don’t have to talk 
your head off, or run the risk of be- 
ing kicked off the place if you begin 
to talk about progress in farming. It 
sounds good to him. 

Where does he get the feed for all 
those cows I said he milked? Grows 
it. 

Do you think he has a heavy clay 
loam to grow it on? Forget it, 
neighbor; nothin

Belgium's “Rovers” Work for Their K cep. 


(Prepared by the National Geographic So- 
ciety, Washington, D. C.) 


Ne country injured by the World 
war set abaut more earnestly ta 
achteve reconstruction than Belgium, 
the one which suffered mest cruelly 
and dramatically from the confilet. 
Though the damage done to the eoun- 
try through property destroyed, pil- 
Jage and financial exactions by the 
Germans reached the tremendous sum 
of 3) billions of franes according to 
the estimate of the Belgium Cunite 
Central Industriel. the people. with 
characteristic industry and thrift, took 
up the heavy task of resugeltating their 
country's industrial life as soon as the 
armistlee Had been signed. By the 
beginning of 1920 they had made such 
great strides that, with the exception 
ef the steel and glass industries, pro 
duction averaged three-quarters or 
mure of pre-war production; the eva) 
output had even reached 94 per cent 
apd the refined sugar output 100 per 
cent. 

But the post-war reaction which 
struck the United States and other 
countries in 1920 affected Belgium, 
too; and since the spring of that yeur 
Belgium has had its share of depres- 


ston, closed and part-time factories 
and unemployment. The drought 
which .affected many parts of the 


northern hemisphere has heen felt in 
Belgium, with the result thut harvy- 
ests are less and food prices higher. 
Where the price index of living costs 
was 100 in 1914 it was 477 in Octo- 
ber, 1920, and had reached only to 
354 in August, 1921. But the adverse 
economic forces ip operation since 
early in 1920 have caused suffering 
even In countries not involved in the 
World war; and to understand that 
Belglum, in spite of present trials, {s 
in a fair way to outstrip the other 
war-torn countries in the return to 
normal, It ts only necessary to consid- 
er conditions in the litde kingdom be- 
fore the war broke in upon {1 


Its Population Is Dense, 


The Belgium of today has an area 
Jess than one-fourth as great rs Mis- 


sissipp!, and yet it has four times 
the population of that state, Twenty- 
two and a half countries like Bel- 
gium would be required to make a 
state Ike Texas, and if Texus were 
us densely populated as Belyium ft 
would have as many people as the 
United States and Germany together 
now possess. [fF the entire Calted 
States had as many people sto the 


square mile «s Belglum—that ts, con- 
tihental Uulted States, exclusive of 
Alaska—we would have mere people 
here than there are in the entire world 
today. You could concentrate all rhe 
people of the seven seas and of all 
the continents here and still have room 
for enough more to repopulate the 
eontinent of Europe as it now stands, 


It must follow from this that such 
a vast population, living within such 
narrow confines—7,579,000 souls with- 
in. an area of 11,373 square miles— 
must be a frugal people, areustomed 
to self-denial, skilled in the art of 
rveonomical Hving, and masters of the 
aclence of Intensive Industry; yet with 
all this density of population, with 
all the exactions of farred economy, 
they ure a people whe had se ordered 
thetr relations with one another and 
with their government that happiness 
and contentment seemed to dwell with 
them as with but few other peoples, 
and this in spite of diverse descent 
and diverse tongues. 


Two Distinct Peoples. 


Within Befgfuni's small ¢errtrory— 
amnller in area than Massachusetts 
and Connecticut—there are nearly 
three million Flemings who cannot 
talk with thelr compatriot Wa))oons, 
and about as many Walloons who ran- 
not hold converse with thelr country- 
men Flemings. In their habits of mind 
and thelr methods of gaining a live- 
lihood the two peoples differ as widely 
ag the English and the French, and 
in their speech they are as different 
as the Germans and the Scandinavt- 
ans; and yet there fs a tle that has 
bound them together for generations, 
with never a fratricidal war in their 
modern history. That tle is the bond 
of religion, for they all subscrihe to 
the doctrines of the Church of Rome 
with a heartinesa that makes them one 
of the best-loved peoples of the Holy

Plenty of Sunshine. 


Sunshine fs the housewlfe's best an- 
tiseptic. [t Is hard for a cotd to thrive 
in a house flooded tn ‘sunshine. Kven 
if the memberar of your hourehold ore 
not at home during sunshine hours, if 
they sit at night and sleep fn rooms 
that have been flooded In sunshine 
and fresh alr duting the daytime they 
wilt reap the henefit. So forget the 
fact that sunshine fades rugs and 
hangings und let the sun shine in for 


French, and only 10 per cent of the 
people cun speuk both. The Flemish 
influence never crossed the Meuse riv- 
er toward the east, and the Walloon 
influence reached but a short distance 
toward the west from that beautiful 
yalley, The line of demarcation be- 
tween the two peoples is ruther sharp- 
ly marked. 

There is a physical difference be- 
tween the Walloons of eastern Bel- 
ginm and the Flemings of western 
Belgium, just us there ts a difference 
of tongue and stock. The Walloons 
are of stouter build and greater stat- 
ure, and are dark where the Flemings 
ure fair, thus bespeaking the com- 
nuingling of Spantsh blood. On the 
other hand the Flemings are the more 
industrious of the two peoples, and 
their women are sald to be able to pre- 
pare the best meals out of the fewést 
things of almost any race in the world. 

Living was cheap in pre-war Bel- 
gium, The peuple had thoroughly 
mastered the art of intensive farming, 
and the land, before the great wer 
descended upon the country with Its 
hee) of iron, blossomed with the milk 
and honey of plenty. Being contig- 
uous tv the North sea fishing grounds, 
it has always possessed a liberal sup- 
ply of fish, which Is a staple article 
of diet with the people. 

If living was cheap in Belgium it 
was no cheaper than conditions called 
for, because wages certalnly were low. 
Many lace-workers, making the ex- 
quisite laces that bear the Belgium 
mark, worked from the rising to the 
setting of the sun for five dollars a 
week. It Is said that the average wage 
of all the breadwinners of the country 
approximated only $165 a year. 

The children work after they are 
tWelve, and all hands in a working- 
man’s family must keep busy in order 
that no mouth shall go hungry. Even 
at this it requires, even in normal 
limes, the utmost frugality to make the 
buckle of income meet the tongue of 
outgo. So must the Belgian huuse- 
wife be an excellent manager. The 
Belgian wuge-exrning classes eat but 
iittle animal fvod, and most of that 
ts tish. 


All Are Early at Work, 


The day 
in Belgium, 


begins early fur everybody 

and particularly with the 
wage-eurners. More (ian half of Bel- 
gium’s population lives outside the 
towns, nad they are up at their work 
before the gray dawn js dispersed by 
the rising sun, and on clear mornings 
the Heghts ‘yf hundreds of cottages 
may be seen vying with the stars as 
they twinkle forth their message of 
households bestirring. 

In the towns and cities the people 
are downtown almost as early as their 
neighbors across the English Chan- 
ne! are at breakfast, They get their 
midday meal around noon, and they 
g0 home for it, stnce remarkably low 
tramway fares make this possible. So 
It is that, instead of a mug of milk 
and a sandwich at seme quick lunch, 
many a Belgian burgher shuts up shop 
at 12, goes home to his Jargest menl 
of the day, eats It Jelsurely, and re- 
turns downtown by 2 o'clock. ; 

The Belgian government his siways 
felt a keen interest in the welfare of 
the wage-exrner and the man of small 
affairs, and has made It possible for 
them te buy homes on ensy terms. 
The national savings bank !s empow- 
ered to mnke loans ta householders 
for buying or building tomes, and te 
{insure their lives, so ctrat in (te event 
of death the familly will not lose its 
equity In the place, and can use the 
insurance to wipe off the debt. 

Taxes were made exveriingly low 
on small property owned by those 
who tenant it. 

The entire western portion of the 
country resembles one vast market 
garden, There are no fences marking 
the boundaries of the many small 
tracts, but rather llttle trenches that 
separate one farmer's place from the 
others, Tens of thousands of acres 
of the roughest kind of land have 
heer converted into splendid trucking 
gardens by western Belgians. In 1839 
there was a wild stretch of land west 
of the Scheldt river called the Payer 
de Waes, uneultivated and uninhabi- 
ted. ‘Tedny it is one of the mort fertile 
sections of this remarkable country, 
supporting 500 people to the square 
mile, with truck farming #8 Its prin- 
cipal industry.

While many have accepted the story 
as true that the dollar sign, $, was 
formed by a joining of the initlals U.

Pillars in early times were used to 
symbolize strength and stability. The 
Tyrinns, whose coinage was the earll- 
est currency, placed on their coins 
two pillars, symbolical of the ‘pillars 
named Boaz and Jachin, which formed 
a part of King Selomon’s temple, It 
is related that a Tyrian explorer erect- 
ed two pillars on the site of the pres- 
ent city of Cadiz In Spain and that 
{n Jater years Spain coined dollars 
on which were these pillars entwined 
with a scroll. The. pillars and scroll 
became emblematic of the dollar and 
came to be used by the United States 
as a dollar sigu.—Cleveland News- 
Leader.

In 
seneral, a wide brush of good qual- 


ity will be found most convenient and 
economical, and if properly cared for 
can be used over and aver again, it 
is pointed out in Farmers’ Bulletir 
1219, Floors and Floor Coverings. 
recently issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

A varnish brush may be kept in the 
varnish in which it is used, or, in 
case of shellac varnish, in alcohol: 
but brushes used in oil paint and oil 
stain, unless they are to be used again 
within a few days, should be thor 
oughly washed in turpentine or ker- 
osene, rinsed in gasoline or benzine. 
washed again in warm soapsuds, 
thoroughly shaken, and hung up to 
dry with the bristles down. Paint- 
brushes that are to be used a,ain the 
next day may simply be wrapped in 
several thicknesses of paper, or they 
may be kept for several days with the 
bristles submerged in turpentine or 
kerosene. If kerosene is ured, the 
brush must he shaken and ringed in 
turpentine before it is put into paint 
again. Brushes used in water stain 
may be washed and rinsed 
water.

NEW UsHS FOR Biscuit a" 
FOR MIXING FAT AND FLOUR. 


For combining shortening with 
flour in making pie crust, cutting it in 
with knives is a hygienic improve- 
ment that is considered better than 
the time-honored method of mixing 
it in with the tips of the fingers. 
Moreover, aside from hygienic consid- 
erations, handling the dough too much 
makes a tough crust. 

The Office of Home Economies of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture has lately employed a third 
method of mixing tat and flour, which 
is to cut in the fat with the biscuit 
cutter. 

No special directions are needed to 
guide the cook who would adopt this 
simple little tool for this purpose. The 
fat is udded to the sifted flour and 
salt and the two are chopped together 
more or less thoroughly, depending 
upon the quality of pie crust desired. 
Then the water is added and the bis- 
cuit cutter ig used again to combine 
the water with the fat-and-flour mix- 
tare.

FIGHTS FOR WORLD 


BRIAND BAYS PEACE OF ALL 
NATIONS THREATENED IF 
ARMY 18 REDUCED. 


FORMER GERMANY LIES IN WAIT 


Old Monarchists Stil! Plotting for 
Revenge And Would Overthrow 


Democratic Government. 


New York.—Disarmament of France 
would end world peace and would be 
a@ temptation for imperialistic Ger- 
many to come buck into power, Prem- 
jer Aristide Briand declared in a fare- 
well message to the American people, 
delivered before the Lotus club of this 
city. 


France, he said. wanted peace and / 


wanted to Hve on amicable terms 
with a democratic Germany. “But the 
former Germany has not disappear- 
ed.” he asserted. “She is still lying 
in wait, still plotting, still trying to 
revive hopes of revenge. She is still 
keeping an army in certain form, 
How could you expect France to dis- 
arm iu such a situation? If France 
was unable to defend herself, demo- 
cratic Germany would be overthrown 
and the old imperialistic Germany 
would come back into power. If she 
weakened herself, it would end the 
peace of the world. France has not 
the right to desert the cause of demoa- 
cracy and peace.” 
Hopes for Better Germany. 


“France has been fighting not for 
her security alone,” he added, “but 


!ghe hug been fighting in the service 


of the whole civilized world. France 
has no right to desert its own cause 
or the cause of peace. What she 
wishes to see ig a Germany with which 
she can maintain noble relations. She 
fg only too anxious to have her voice 
heard on the other side of the front- 
fer. 

“France is a nation that loves peace 
and hates war,” he continued, “and 
if there is one nation that wishes to 
have war erased forever from the 
face of the world. I have a 
right to say that-that is my country. I 
have told you, gentlemen, and I have 
told {t at Washington, and am glad to 
repeat it here, that you will never see 
France provoke another war. France 
has an army—if she has an army it 
is because she is obliged to have one 
to defend her life, her Independence, 
her liberty and her dignity. France 
has an army which is ready to serve 
the cause of the world by protecting 
it against disorder and anarchy in 
whatever form they may present 
themselves.”

CUSTER IS FAST DISAPPEARING 


Camp Buildings Either Razed or Slow- 
ing Decaying Away. 


Battle Creek.—Camp Custer, the 
home of Michigan and Wisconsin sol- 
diers during their period of training 
for the world war, presents little of 
{ts former appearance. The 7,000 acre 
tract, upon which was built one of the 
finest training camps in America, 
slowly is assuming the appearance of 
desolation and ruin. 

In the west part of the reservation 
the barracks still are standing, with 
porch banisters hanging. windows 
broken, steps missing and in many 
cases unroofed.

Idea -Has Been In Use In Europe for 
Many Years, But Is Com- 
paratively Now Here, 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
. of Agriculture.) 


Every dairy farmer knows that he 
would get better returns from his feed 
and labor if he had high-grade stock; 


| but the idea of establishing a blooded 


herd immediately suggeste “kid glove” 
farming and bankruptcy, “Two 
thousand dollar cows and two-dollar 
miik,” ‘was one farmer’s characteriza- 
tion, 

Yet the United States Department of 
Agriculture annually ts leading 
hundreds of farmers toward the pos- 
session of herds that will increase 
the former milk and _ butter- 
fat yield with the same outlay for 


upkeep. One of the most useful 
agencies is the co-operative bull 
assoclation. 


A high-grade cow will {mpart her ex- 
cellent qualities to one calf in a year, 
and the total of high grade farm cattle 
Js increased by one. On the other 
hand, a bull whose mother had the 
same milk and butter qualifications, 
and whose father ts descended from 
a milk and butter strain, may sire as 
many as 75 calves, each carrying its 
Share of the racial excellence. This 
bull can do duty with one lot of cows 


Five Bulls Like This Willi Improve an 
Entire Dairy Community. 


for two years without danger of in 
breeding. If there were five lots of 
cows aud five bulls, and the bulls were 
rotated from one herd to another 
every two years, each bull would have 
a period of usefulness of possibly 10 
years, and may easily have added 750 
head of young stock, with a due pro- 
portion of high milk-producing heifers. 
As the first generation of heifers be 
came milkers, the breeding value of 
the bulis- would become established 
and any inferior sires could be weeded 
out. Five bulls kept for ten years may 
change the entire dairy industry of a 
community and possibly give its cattle 
a distinctiveness that would be a 
valuable market asset. 

Co-operative bull associations have 
existed in Europe for a long time. In 
America the system is only twelve or 
thirteen yenrs old, but records of milk 
and butter-fat production are in pos- 
session of the department, showing 
tangible benefit far exceeding the 
cost to the cow owners. 

At New Windsor, Md., for instance, 
seven daughters of one sire averaged 
270.5 pounds of butter fat a year, ap 
improvement over the average of 
205.3 pounds for their dams. This was 
only the first generation. The five- 
block association will permit line 
breeding with greatly increased pos- 
sibilities, 

To organize a co-operative bull as- 
sociation it is first advisable to arouse 
aS much Interest as possible in the 
plan through meetings, conversation, 
and the circulation of Department of 
Agticulture Uterature. It ts possible 
that the county agent or even some 
state or federal agricultural repre- 
sentative can be induced to help per- 
sonally. Advice can always be ob- 
tained from the department by mail. 
Forms can be had from the depart- 
ment for a preliminary agreement, in 
whieh, among other things, the number 
of cows owned by each prospective 
member is Hsted. When a sufiicient 
number of cows have been listed, a 
meeting should be called and arrange 
ments made for incorporation. Each 
member would contribute {n propor- 
tlon to the number of cows he owns, 
but would have only one vote. 

As early as possible, the temporary 
or permanent secretary should begin 
corresponding with breeders having 
high-grade bulls for sale. One bull 
should be purchased for about every 
75 cows. The cows should be divided 
into blocks of that number, with re- 
gard to geographical convenience, and 
arrangements made for the keeping of 
the bull by a responsible member 
whose farm is conveniently located. 
The fees shoutt-be’ such as to cover 
the purchase cost and the cost of keep 
for n year, and annual assessments 
provided thereafter. 

Valuable Information on the forma- 
tion and conduct of but! associations 
will be found in Farmers’ Bulletin 
998, which the department will send 
free on request. Supplemental in- 
formation, Including plans for a model 
bull pen, and data on the operation 
and success of various established bull 
associations can also be had by cor- 
respondence. The department ts doing 
everything In its power to promote the 
co-operative bull association move- 
ments as one of the most valuable ad- 
vances made In modern dairying.

Framingham Yard Sticks 
By 
D. B. ARMSTRONG, M. D. 


The Framingham Tuberculosis De- 
monstration has now been under way 
for nearly four and one-half years, 
developing its program mainly as fol- 
lows: 

1. The field of research. 

2. The field of practical demonstra- 
tion. 

3. The transference of services to 
local responsibility. 

4. The co-ordination of health and 
tuberculosis work. 

While the period is not sufficiently 
long to answer the great fina) question 
on tuberculosis control, yet the work 
has set up many experimental stand- 
ards of interest to other communities. 

A few of these standards, or yard- 
sticks, are as follows: 

1. How much tuberculosis is there? 

The examination of thousands of 
men, women and children in Framing: 
‘hun shows that approximately 1 per 
cent were suffering from active tuber- 
culosis : 

In a city of 100,000 people this would 
therefore, about 1,600 active

2. What percentage.of cases should 
be reported in the early stage? 

Before the Demonstration started in 
Framingham, the physicians of Fram- 
jipgham reported only 44 per cent of 
the cases in the early stage; now 
about 75 per cent of the cases are be- 
ing reported as early-stage tubercu- 
losis. 

3. What are the minimum 
tional needs? 

In Framingham the minimum 
requirement has been from one to two 
beds for every annual death in the 
community. This hypothetical city of 
100,000, with 100 deaths a year, will 
need therefore, at least 100 hospital

In fact, 200 
beds will more nearly meet the needs 
disclosed by intensive search {tor 
tuberculosis.

“What results may be hoped for?” In 
Framingham it is too early for final 
conclusions, However, with correc- 
pions for residence and certification 
errors, the tuberculosis death rate for 
the last Demonstration years, as con-

Does It Pay?

sanatorium! And throughout Michi- 
gan many similar inatitutions, many 
clinics and hundreds of workers act- 
iyely engaged in the tuberculosis bat- 
tie! There are still copsumptives. 
Most of us hear about some white 
plague victim every day, and, In our 
routine existences, we find little evi- 
dence that the time and money devot- 
ed to tuberculosis work are bringing 
desired results. ‘ 

A study of the tuberculosis death 
rate is the best means of judging 
whether our question deserves an af- 
firmative reply or not. If we are sav~ 


ing lives, the campaign ts amply justi-|- 


fied. Its cost is overbalanced by sav- 
ing the state the financial loss incur- 
red by deaths and the money expended 
in the care of sick and indigent 
patients. 

The active campaign has been going 
on in thia country for many years and 
for a much longer time in England 
aud Germany. In France there has 
been less unified effort: The death 
rate from tuberculosis in Paria is a 
great deal higher than in London or 
New York or even Berlin. 

During the past few years our Own 
death rate has dropped amazingly. 
Plotted representations of white plague 
victims all show gratifying downhill 
curves. The figures in our own state 
are most encouraging. From 1906 to 
1910, 99.7 people in every hundred 
thousand died from. tuberculosis; in 
1919, 85.8. The difference, 13.9 people, 
a goodly number of men, women and 
children. 

Results of the Tuberculosis Battle 

One family lives in a northern penin 
sula lakeshore town. Mr. Jones, as 
we shall call him, was found to be sul. 
fering from tuberculosis at a clinic 
five years ago. He followed recom- 
mendations, spent a long period at the 
state sanatorium, and returned home 
—cured? Unfortunately not. His case 
was too far advanced for that. [n- 
stead, he returned with an education. 
He learned the rules that keep tuber- 
cujous people working and prevent 
them from spreading the disease to 
others. Since his return, he's been 
earning money enough to provide Mrs. 
Jones and the two Jones youngsters 
with a comfortable, green-shingled 
bungalow. Mrs. Jones and the chil- 
dren are free from consumption——Mr. 
Jones knows this js true because he's 
sent them repeatedly to the clinic. 

This family and the thousands like 
them are. in a great measure, the re- 
sults of the tuberculosis battle. They 
are the reusons for the labor and ex- 
pense incident to large gatherings of 
workers, and for the building of new 
institutions. The satisfying downhill 
curve explains the patience and hopes 
tor better things to come of al) the 
active fighters in the battle—patiencve 
and hopes in spite of the too frequent 
death from consumption of somebody 
we know, and the daily passing in the 
street of an obvious linger. 

Does it pay? Of course it pays. The 
death rate figures are answers no 
one can dispute. 

The fact to be remembered ig that 
the battle is far from won. The vic- 
tory is scarcely in sight. One out of 
every hundred Michigan citizens is a 
clinical consumptive, 
paign has been successtul. It has paid. 
If saving the Jones families is to con- 
tUnue and our grandchildren are to re- 
gard tuberculosis as a rare disease, 
the fight must be carried on in the 
same energetic manner, Each of us 


must give time and money, and each | 
of us must remember that organiza-, 


tions and sanaturinms are nol any 
where nearly as effective tuberculo 
weapons as carefully regulated lives 
that pay tireless attention to age old 
rules of hygiene and exercise.

WHAT is the Modern Health Cru- 
sade? 

A campaign which in Michigan is 
fostered by the Michigan Tuberculosis 
Association, not limited to tuberculosis 
or to any particular disease but which 
aims to 2o build up the general health 
of the child so that susceptibility to 
disease is lessened. 

In brief, the game is as follows: 
Bleven health chores are listed on 
each child's card with a space where 
daily credits may be given for the per- 
formance of the same. 

Each day shows the debit and credit 
side of the ledger. 

A blank space—and some blanks we 
must expect, for Johnny being very 
human {s surely some day going to 
forget to clean his nails and Mary to 
brush her teeth—but this space acts 
as a reminder for an extra effort to 
have a perfect score the next day, 

It has the advantage which always 
comes when young people a8 a group 
are interested in a particular subject. 

In this case, the object in view {s 
the establishinent of good health bab- 
its in the younger children thru the 
daily performance of these eleven 
health chores for which the game 
calls. 

Even guch onerous tasks as brush- 
ing of teeth and washing of neck and 
ears can be made a pleasure when 
worked into an organization’s game, 
This constitutes the foundation of the 
Modern Health Crusade. 

WHO are the Modern Health Cru- 
saders? 

They are those children who quality 
by doing the official health chores and 
who agree to the pledge printed on 
the Certificate of Enrollment. 

Adults may qualify by doing the 
senior chores or Honorary Crusaders 
may be elected by the teachera and 
Crusaders for services, financial or 
otherwise, rendered.

It carries good Health habits to thous- 
ands and hundreds of thousands of 
children; habits which will stay with 
them through life and which will help 
to prevent thousands of cases of tuber- 
culosis in the next generation. Mich-

quarter of a million, but that is not 
enough—splendid as it is. Michigan 


million. More than three quarters of 
a million of Michigan's pupils are still 
without the advantage of the Crusade. 
To bring the Crusade to these hun- 
dreds of thousands of pupils a Crusade 
director is needed and money is need- 
ed to purchase Crusade supplies.

There 
is a great need of giving to achool 
pupils a proper home background of 
health teaching. The Modern Health 
Crusade, to be entirely successful, 
must have the intelligent co-operation 
of the parents and brothers and sisters 
at home. To carry the inspfration of

The 
educational work of the Tuberculosis 
Association and local societies must 
go on all the year round. Tuberculosis 
never sleeps and neither can the foes 
of the disease afford to sleep. Local 
and state offices need funds for this 
work, and the Christmas Seal Sale is 
the only means of securing those 
funds.

While the State Department of 
Health has taken over the free public 
clinics formerly conducted by the 
Michigan Tuberculosis Association, the 
local tuberculosis societies in the var- 
ious counties can do a great service 
by holding supplementary free clinics 
from time to time in their own com- 
munities.

A Pauperizing Disease

Tuberculosis is a pauperizing dis 
ease. It is not a disease of paupers. 
Rich and poor alike are its victims. 

Not long ago one of the workers of 
the Michigan Tuberculosis association 
met @ man on a train who was taking 
his wife—an advanced case of tuber- 
oulosie—to a sanatorium, The hus- 
band, forced to sell the homestead, 
realized $3,000 net after the sale. In 
two years that sum had been reduced 
to less than $1,000, and the children 


of the family soon may be sanatorium 


cases. 

This man will find in a few weeks 
that from once being a happy, healthy 
farm owner, with a wife and three 
lusty youngsters enjoying Michigan's 
great out-of-doors, he has been reduce- 
ed by tuberculosis to a penniless 
widower. He has already had to ask 
for county aid, and the life and health 
of his children hangs in the balance, 
Truly tuberculosis is a scourge, Christ- 
mas Beals are your defense. 

Here ig another illustration: 

“The county commissioners have re- 
fused to give me help because my 
wife Is an advanced case. They help 
only incipients.” These words on @ 
postcard addressed to the Michigan 
Tuberculosis Association tell another 
chapter in the suffering of a man, his 
wife and three children from tubercu- 
losis. 

The wife and mother will die. There 
is no hope for her recovery, The in- 
justice to the children of such a dect- 
sion by the county commissioners need 
not be touched upon. They must be 
supported out of what remains of a 
wage of $25 a week after the necessi- 
ties of the consumptive and mainte- 
nance at $15 a week in a sanatorium 
have been paid, 

Consider the short-sighted policy of 
the men who refused aid to this fam- 
ily. There are three children in the 
family. Without question their long 
contact with an advanced case of 
tuberculosis has infected them. The 
oldest, a boy, has already had to spend 
weary weeks in a plaster cast because 
his spine is affected. He may be a 
hunchback—a form of tuberculosia, 
The hardship and suffering and worry 
which these little ones are forced to 
endure white they are waiting for their 
mother to die is almost certain to ad- 


county officers will soon find them- 
selves with three so-called incipient 
cases (those chlidren probably now 
are inciplents) to provide for. So 
they and the community will have to 
pay, and what is more pitiable, 80 too 
Must the three innocents pay—be- 
cause all people do not yet know the 
relentless march of uncared for tuber 
culosis. 

The local tuberculosis society, fin- 
anced by Christmas seals, has been 
notified of the case. If Christmas 
seals were bought generously in this 
Man's county last year and will be 
bought generously again this year, 
that local society may be in a position 
to Save these three little livse. 


Millions for Tuberculosis Deaths 

The statistical bulletin of the Me 
tropolitan Life Insurance Company re- 
ports that during the year 1920, out of 
nearly $47,000,000, in death claims, 
more than $6,500,000 were pald tor 
deaths resulting from tuberculosis, 
This disease produced the largest 
group of losses during the year, de 
spite the fact that the death rate from 
tuberculosis in 1920 was the lowest 
in the history of the company, two 
fifths below that of 1911.

Insist on pure air day and night, sum- 
mer and winter, in your homes, work- 
shops, office, school rooms, street cars, 
theaters, and every other enclosure in 
which you must spend part of your 
time. Avold unventilated, over-heated, 
crowded enclosures. These are incu- 
vators for tuberculosis germs. Avoid 
dusty places. Dry sweeping and dry 
dusting ara dangerous practices. Be- 
fore moving into a new house have it 
thoroughly atred, cleaned and washed; 
the former occupant may have been a 
consumptive. Never put pencils, coins, 
or other things commonly handled by 
other persons in your mouth. Snn- 
shine and fresh air are the greatest

THE WHITE DEATH

When, along with war, the world 
has rid itself of tuberculosis, we will 
near the millennium. We will then 
have eliminated more than half of all 
the suffering that exists. It is safe to 
say that when we stamp out tubercu- 
losis we will free man’s mind of many 
of the abnormalities that make for 
war, for poverty, for social and eco- 
nomic depression. 

I shall not go into figures. They are 
too staggering. Let it suffice that only 
a few, a very few, go through life 
without scarred lungs. Only a few es- 
cape at least a touch of the germ that 
heralds the “white death”. So umil- 
versal is this dteorder that within twe 
generations of nearly every family it 
ciatms one or a number, Tuberculosis 
is man's bitterest oppenest, his most 
uncompromising antagenist, his dead- 
Nest foe. 

Tuberculosis is distinctly a product 
of civilization. It does not inhere in 
the natural organic life, It’s a coward- 
ly disease that attacks the oppressed, 
the depressed, the weak, the unsus- 


plification of the service rendered by 
the gentle Nazarene. 

Look for the Christmas seals. Don’t 
wait for any one to ask you to buy 
them. The soldiers and sailors, sick 
and dying, who will, among others, 
benefit by the sale of these seals, did 
not wait to go into action when you 
were in danger. Yes, you did yours, 
we all did ours, when the romance 
and fever of war atirred our blood and 
melted our hearts. But there yet re- 
main among us many of those who 
bear the scars of war. And they are 
not all scars. They are open, bleed- 
ing wounds, gasfilied lungs that make 
a fertile fiold for tuberculosis. If 
Christmas has ever meant anything to 
you, let #% be the means of remember- 
ing these men—all men and women— 
fighting the white death.

- How the Christmas Seal Originated 


The Christmas Seal is now almost altogether we had printed and sold 


as familar as Christmas itself, and 
it fa hard to {magine a time when the 
seal was not in existence. But the 
seal is only celebrating its fourteenth 
birthday this year. Miss Emily P. 
Bissell of Deleware was the origina- 
tor of the idea in this country and it 
was due to her energy that it took 
such strong hold from the first. She 
obtained her ideae from article by 
Jacob Riis in which he described the 
use of a little seal in Denmark to Be- 
cure funds for a hospital there. 

Miss ‘Bissell, in October, 1907, pro- 
posed to the Deleware Red Crosse to 
put & similar seal on sale, but it was 
not until after she had secured a 
pledge of $40 from friends to back up 
the project, that the now familar 
Christmas stickers were placed on 
sale. 

Miss Bissell secured the support of 
Philadelphia stores, the managers of 
which were very skeptieal at firat. 
But the idea caught on from the firat. 
Let Miss Bissell tell the story in her 
own words: 

“Our utmost hope had been to sell 
50,000 seals, and this -was all we had 
ordered. Jn consequence of having 
placed such a small order, we were 
not able to get successive printings 
quickly enough to fill the demand; but 


about 400,000. In Wanamaker’s alona,- 
where the advertising expert had as 
sured me none could be sold, 60,000 
seals were taken up by the buyers, of 
whom many were from other pointe 
than Delaware. Wa also sold .many 
seals {n the corridor of the Philadel 
phia post-office, 


“With $1,000 of the money raised 
by the first Red Croas seal sale the 
Delaware Red Cross paid the first in- 
Btallment on the site of the first 
tuberculosis sanatorium in Delaware, 
Hope Farm. : 


“By this time, the interest of. the 
whole state was aroused, and in the 
next legislature the Red Cross backed 
& bill for a State Tuberculosis Com- 
mission, with an appropriation of 
$20,000 a year, and put it through both 
houses unanimously, this being the 
start of the permanent tuberculosis 
work in our state,” 


From such small beginning hae 
grown the tremendous volume of seale 
sold each year in every stata in the 
Union, so that they are printed in Jots 
ef hundreds of millions each fall by 
the National: Tuberculosis. association,

He 
should not be sent away alone to a 
new community whére no one cares 
for him except to: get his money, and 
where there is every inducement to 
bacome lonesome and homesick. Peace 
of mind ts as necessary as a quiet 
body.‘Public Health.”

What is required 
is air, sunlight and rest. Knowing 
this, what would you rot de te previde 
these rich gifts in thelr utmost abun- 
dance for those npom whose cheek is 
stamped the skadew of the white 
death? ‘
